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One of the arguments in fav or of a "go-

Post Office Department officials say the 
Postmaster General must hav e authority

In a huge empire the size of the Sov iet 
Univ ersal State, it is alway s possible that 
internal disturbances will dev elop, partic­ 
ularly among the nations on the periphery . 
Such disturbances are usually the result of 
one of sev eral causes, to four of which I 
call attention: 
1. Failure in war; 
2. Dissent and internecine strife among 
the rulers; 
3. Increasing and ex cessiv e lux ury on 
the top lev els leading to moral decay and 
disrespect for authority among the people; 
4. Natural disasters, including famines, 
which lead to desperate uprisings that gen­ 
erally fail in their immediate objectiv es 
but which create turmoil among the peo- 
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manner.” Ex periments so far show a slight j pie and a weakening of authority . 
sav ing in costs and speed of deliv ery has 
been stepped up 48 to 7 2 hours. 
This is another instance of old methods 
being outmoded by progress. Change al­ 
way s cuts into the rev enues of old estab­ 
lished forms of business. The railroads 
hav e the right to protest against this new 
loss of rev enue, but they will lose out in 
the end. 
Only 5,000 trains are av ailable to handle 
mail today , compared to 25,000 less than 
30 y ears ago. The railway mail serv ice has 
slowed down in an age that demands more 
and more speed. 


UP AGAINST IT 
BETWEEN NATIONAL elections, usual­ 
ly ev ery fiv e y ears unless the gov ernment 
is upset by an adv erse v ote in Parliament, 
the British hold occasional by -elections to 
fill v acancies. 
Recently , in West Derby , a middle class 
constituency which had gone narrowly Con­ 
serv ativ e in 19 51, the Tories won by an en­ 
larged majority . This is being hailed as an 
indication that the Churchill gov ernment is 
gaining popularity . 
Conv ersely it suggests the div ided Labor 
Party is losing the confidence of the peo­ 
ple Many of its leaders ov erplay ed what 
they thought was anti-American and pro- 
Russian sentiment. But the British couldn’t 
quite follow the Bev ans and others w h o 
seemed to want to take Britain out of the 


These four causes for weakness hav e not 
y et appeared any where in the Sov iet Uni­ 
v ersal State, so far as we know. In fact, 
av ailable ev idence points in the opposite 
direction. Sov iet Russia has won e v e r y 
military and diplomatic enterprise up to 
the new German Treaty . The test of a Rus­ 
sian failure would be the ratification of the 
treaty by France and West Germany . 
In the internal affairs of Sov iet Russia, 
the death of Stalin produced no catacly sm; 
in fact, the mov ement from an absolute, 
autocratic dictatorship to “ collectiv e lead­ 
ership” passed with only one hitch, the in­ 
trigue of Bena which was put down with 
swift and effectiv e brutality which did not 
affect the people one way or the other. 
The era of lux ury which brought decay to 
the Roman Empire and to the courts that 
succeeded Louis XIV in France has n ot 
y et appeared in Sov iet Russia. 
No one can guarantee that there will not 
be a rev olution in some area of the Sov iet 
Univ ersal State. But can any one guaran­ 
tee that one will take place, and that if it 
does take place, it will not be put down as 
ruthlessly as Stalin managed the 19 37 and 
19 38 purge or as Malenkov handled t h e 
Beria incident?

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Christmas Mailing Bring s Headaches To Lo cal Po st Office

To Ease Delay 


Study O f A ll Rules 
Necessary Before 
M ailing Packages 


If every one would cooperate in 
their Christmas mailing, the job 
would b e much easier on Circle­ 
ville Postm aster A. Hulse H a y * 
and his overworked crew. 
Christmas time bring s with it 
the usual added difficulties and 
delay s, Hay s no ted. 
Packag es 
and letters are no t addressed 
pro perly , bo x es are po o rly tied 
and so o n. 
One of the b iggest prob lems the 
local Post Office has to contend 
with is packages. The cord used to 
tie them is usually not 
h e a v y 
or strong enough for the rough 
handling which is sure to occur. 
“ Most people only use one sheet 
of wrapping paper,” Hay s pointed 
out. ‘They should use at least two. 
And b etter b ox es should b e used.” 
HE ADDED 
that not enough 
care is taken in the packing of 
b ox es. Contents are sometimes so 
loose they move around or rattle or 
even b reak right through the b ox . 
On the sub ject of packages, Hay s 
asked that packages going out of 
town should b e mailed b y Dec. IO. 
Packages for the local area should 
b e b rought in no later than Dec. 
15. This will allow enough time for 
handling, he said. 
Ano ther g ripe with po stal wo rk­ 
ers is po o r addressing . If no rmal 
handwriting canno t be clearly 
read, then names and addresses 
sho uld be printed. 
There are still so me peo ple who 
put the name o f the p e r s o n to 
who m the letter is g o ing in the 
upper left hand co rner. That, to 
the co ntrary , is the space which 
sho uld be used fo r the return ad­ 
dress, which acco unts fo r many let­ 
ters being returned. 
Christmas Seal stickers may be 
placed o n the fro nt o f env elo pes 
during the mo nth o f December 
o nly . 
Ho wev er, 
Hay s 
sug g ested 
that stickers o f all kinds be put o n 
the backs o f the env elo pes where 
they will no t g et in the way o f any 
writing . 


REGULATION'S concerning the 
size and weight of various pack 
ages have b een changed this y ear, 
Hay s warned. S e n d e r s should 
check carefully with the Post Of­ 
fice b efore putting postage on the 
packages b ecause they m ay b e re­ 
turned for not having 
e n o ugh 
postage. 
Also, any fourth-class packages, 
which are parcel post, must con­ 
tain the words, “ May b e opened for 
inspection”. The Post Office has 
stickers to this effect which can b e 
put on the packages. 
Ano ther warning I s s u e d by 
Hay s co ncerns env elo pes w i t h 
two -cent stamps. 
This 
stamp 
canno t be used fo r o rdinary let­ 
ters. 
Greeting cards m ay b e sent with 
a twTo-cent stam p—or invitations— 
or any thing which has b een print­ 
ed. However, all the writing which 
can appear on these cards is a 
nam e. There cannot even b e a 
short message such as, “ I will call 
y ou at 8 p. rn.” . 
Another way to make life easier 
for the overworked postal workers 
is b y using stickers for in-town and 
out-of-town mail. By putting this 
sticker on a group of envelopes, all 
of which are headed either in-town 
or out, the Post Office can process 
them much faster.

ab out every one in Shelb y ville 
knew every one else, b ut that isn’t 
true any more. Selb y ville has b een 
growing and continues to grow. No 
one knows these facts b etter than 
the clerks, mail carriers and other 
employ ees of the Shelb y ville post 
office.” 
DURING THE CHRISTMAS hol­ 
iday period, Scott writes, Shelb y ­ 
ville postal officials informed him 
that thousands of Christmas greet­ 
ings failed in delivery and w e r e 
either destroy ed or sent to the 
deadletter office b ecause they were 
incorrectly 
addressed, 
not 
ad­ 
dressed at all, or b earing an insuf­ 
ficient or illegib le address. 
All b earing two-cents s t a m p s 
were destroy ed since they are in 
the same class as circulars. Those 
b earing three-cents stam ps w e r e 
returned to senders if their return 
address was listed, which it wa 
not in many cases. 
In Findlay , the po stmaster is 
still try ing to find M a s t e r 
R. Smith, Findlay Ro ute 2 . There 
are sev eral Smith families liv ing 
o n Ro ute 2 as there are o n almo st 
ev ery rural o r city ro ute in the 
United States. 
Fremont reports that approx ! 
mately 
200 Christmas greetings 
mailed in Frem ont and addressed 
to Fremont were ob viously intend­ 
ed for other cities. This was as­ 
sumed b ecause street addresses 
named streets Frem ont 
doesn’t 
even hav*. 
Jim Brown’s Christmas card to 
John Jones prob ab ly wound up in 
the deadletter office, and it may 
have wound up a fine friendship. 
The answer? Every patron of the 
m ails should b e certain in sending 
letters, packages or mail of any 
kind that it is: Properly prepared 
for mailing, and plainly , correctly , 
and completely addressed with the 
return address of the sender there­ 
on. These s i m p l e precautions 
would not only elim inate headaches 
for many postal workers, b ut would 
elim inate delay , inconvenience and 
m any times, heartache for thou­ 
sands of well-intentioned b ut some­ 
tim es careless citizens.

The diver­ 
sionary Berlin Airlift should have 
b een a lesson to us b ecause while 
it was the center of intense atten­ 
tion, Soviet Russia completed the 
conq uest of China and am algam ­ 
ated China into the Soviet Univer­ 
sal State of which b y its Constitu­ 
tion, whatever language is employ ­ 
ed. China is now a part. 
If those in authority in the Unit­ 
ed States, the President, the Sec­ 
retary of State, the evaluators of 
data in the CIA, accept the pros­ 
pect of revolution as immediately 
prob ab le, an adoption of a recep­ 
tive attitude will b e b ased upon the 
assumption that the Lord is on the 
side of the righteous.

Ohio Insurance 
Law Change 
To Be Asked 


'Multiple Line' Plan 
Being Pushed By Some 
Buckeye State Groups 


COLUMBUS, Ohio CW—Ohio in­ 
surance 
companies 
claim 
your 
policies could cost a lot less if 
the Legislature c h a n g e d some 
laws. 
Several firm s have formed com­ 
mittees to press for those changes 
in the session starting next month. 
Previous attem pts failed. 
The companies want permission 
to write both fire and casualty in­ 
surance in one package-type pol­ 
icy. They call it “ multiple line” 
insurance. 
They report that multiple line 
agents in other states, offer home 
owners single p o l i c y packages 
that 
include 
fire and 
extended 
coverage, theft and liability for 20 
per cent less than they cost sep 
arately in Ohio. 
Insurance men say Ohio is the 
only state banning multiple line 
insurance policies. They want the 
ban lifted to eliminate duplicate 
paper work, spread risks and cut 
costs. They add that it would help 
them 
meet 
competition 
outside 
Ohio. 
Statutes prevent Ohio insurance 
firms from writing policies out 
side the state that they can’t write 
in Ohio. The laws also prevent 
outside 
companies from 
selling 
multiple line 
insurance 
in 
this 
state. 
Insurance falls 
generally 
into 
seven categories: 
Fire, liability, 
disability, automobile, steam boil­ 
er, use and occupancy and mis­ 
cellaneous. 
Ohio law prevents fire insurance 
firms from writing casualty and 
other forms of protection. And it 
prevents 
companies 
writing the 
other forms from selling fire in­ 
surance. Under multiple line in­ 
surance, firm s could write both 
fire and other forms in a single 
policy, spokesmen explained. 
They added that automobile in­ 
surance already follows the mul­ 
tiple line method because those 
policies include fire as well as lia-

For Presbyterians 
During the Advent Season, three 
more weeks until Christmas, the 
Rev. Donald Mitchell, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, will preach a 
series of sermons based upon, “The 
Personalities of the Advent.”

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TEST AND PROTEST 
EXPANDING THE experiment of send­ 
ing first class, three-cent mail by air, tests 
have now been on the West Coast. A year 
ago the Post Office Department began the 
program on a small scale between Wash­ 
ington, Chicago and New York. Later sev­ 
eral other cities were added. 
Now first class mail is airborne when­ 
ever there is space on the planes. Other­ 
wise it goes by train. 
Five major western railroads are p r o ­ 
testing the program as an illegal proced­ 
ure. They have filed a suit in the U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court in Washington, D. C., contend­ 
ing Postmaster General Summerfield is 
not authorized by law to send first class 
three-cent mail by air and that his action 
cuts deeply into rail revenues. 
Post Office Department officials say the 
Postmaster General must have authority 
to move mail in what he considers “t h e 
most efficient, expeditious and economical 
manner.” Experiments so far show a slight 
saving in costs and speed of delivery has 
been stepped up 48 to 72 hours. 
This is another instance of old methods 
being outmoded by progress. Change al­ 
ways cuts into the revenues of old estab­ 
lished forms of business. The railroads 
have the right to protest against this new 
loss of revenue, but they will lose out in 
the end. 
Only 5,000 trains are available to handle 
mail today, compared to 25,000 less than 
30 years ago. The railway mail service has 
slowed down in an age that demands more 
and more speed. 


UP AGAINST IT 
BETWEEN NATIONAL elections, usual­ 
ly every five years unless the government 
is upset by an adverse vote in Parliament, 
the British hold occasional by-elections to 
fill vacancies. 
Recently, in West Derby, a middle class 
constituency which had gone narrowly Con­ 
servative in 1951, the Tories won by an en­ 
larged majority. This is being hailed as an 
indication that the Churchill government is 
gaining popularity. 
Conversely it suggests the divided Labor 
Party is losing the confidence of the peo­ 
ple Many of its leaders overplayed what 
they thought was anti-American and pro- 
Russian sentiment. But the British couldn’t 
quite follow the Bevans and others w h o 
seemed to want to take Britain out of the 
Western orbit dominated by America and 
into the Eastern orbit dominated by Rus­ 
sia. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


One of the arguments in favor of a “go- 
soft” attitude toward Soviet Russia is that 
an internal revolution is about to t a k e 
place at any moment. Although no evi­ 
dence is generally available on the sub­ 
ject, those who believe that such a revolu­ 
tion will take place base their conclusions 
on statements made by refugees and es­ 
capees who have been interviewed by 
American officials and by various associa­ 
tions which devote themselves to such ac­ 
tivities. 
The assumption is that the numerous 
peoples of the Soviet Universal State seek 
freedom and liberty on the Western model, 
a condition of life with which most of them 
have no familiarity. The vast freedoms 
which are so precious to us have never ex­ 
isted in Russia, Czarist or Bolshevik. They 
are unknown to a very large parteof the 
human race and are not believed to be 
possible or reasonable by many. 
In a huge empire the size of the Soviet 
Universal State, it is always possible that 
internal disturbances will develop, partic­ 
ularly among the nations on the periphery. 
Such disturbances are usually the result of 
one of several causes, to four of which I 
call attention: 
1. Failure in war; 
2. Dissent and internecine strife among 
the rulers; 
3. Increasing and excessive luxury on 
the top levels leading to moral decay and 
disrespect for authority among the people; 
4. Natural disasters, including famines, 
which lead to desperate uprisings that gen­ 
erally fail in their immediate objectives 
but which create turmoil among the peo­ 
ple and a weakening of authority. 
These four causes for weakness have not 
yet appeared anywhere in the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State, so far as we know. In fact, 
available evidence points in the opposite 
direction. Soviet Russia has won e v e r y 
military and diplomatic enterprise up to 
the new German Treaty. The test of a Rus­ 
sian failure would be the ratification of the 
treaty by France and West Germany. 
In the internal affairs of Soviet Russia, 
the death of Stalin produced no cataclysm; 
in fact, the movement from an absolute, 
autocratic dictatorship to “collective lead­ 
ership” passed with only one hitch, the in­ 
trigue of Beria which was put down with 
swift and effective brutality which did not 
affect the people one way or the other. 
The era of luxury which brought decay to 
the Roman Empire and to the courts that 
succeeded Louis XIV in France has n o t 
yet appeared in Soviet Russia. 
No one can guarantee that there will not 
be a revolution in some area of the Soviet 
Universal State. But can anyone guaran­ 
tee that one will take place, and that if it 
does take place, it will not be put down as 
ruthlessly as Stalin managed the 1937 and 
1938 purge or as Malenkov handled t h e 
Beria incident? 
The error in judgment as to the possi­ 
bility of an internal revolution is only im­ 
portant if the revolution does not take 
place. For then, any conclusions based on 
its imminence can be very costly, as cost­ 
ly as the conquest of China by Marxism 
during the diversionary Berlin Airlift.

Early Church-Going 
Advised for Children

THE m ost Im portant job you 
have as parents is to raise your 
youngsters to be good, decent 
adults. 
Luckily, you don’t have to do 
th a t alone. Schools are of tre ­ 
mendous help, as the child grows 
older. But even before school age, 
your youngster can be helped to 
get set on the right track by tak ­ 
ing him to church or Sunday 
school. 
Purpose of Training 
Religious training teaches a 
child to be good. A good child 
doesn’t misbehave. 
At w hat age should you sta rt 
your child In a church or Sunday 
School? T h at depends entirely 
upon his ability to adjust him self 
to his surroundings. 
Last Sunday, a woman and her 
four children, ranging In age 
from about two to eight, sat in 
the pew directly in front of me. I 
expected th e children to be rest­ 
less, and a distraction to everyone 
around. But they weren’t. 
Children Were Good 
T hat little eight-year-old girl 
actually m othered the youngest 
child, hushing her a t each little 
cry. The other two, both boys— 
one was about three and the 
other a year or so older—crawled 
up on the bench and Just sat 
there. Maybe they didn’t know 
exactly w hat was going on, but 
they realized th a t they were in 
church, and th a t when you are in 
church, you m ust behave. 
W hen you think your child is 
old enough, take him two or three 
times. If he fusses a great deal, 
walt a few m onths and then try 


again. Once they’ve gone a few 
times, m ost youngsters will look 
forw ard to these Sunday visits. 
If you promise your child you 
are going to take him to church— 
or do anything, or take him any­ 
where—you’ve got to keep th at 
promise. Don’t take promises to 
your children too lightly. 
Your youngster will soon learn 
w hether they will be kept or not 
If they aren ’t, he will pay little 
attention to them in th e future. 
Rewarding the Child 
If your youngster does some­ 
thing specially well, or performs 
some out-of-the-ordinary duty 
for you, reward him. Give him 
some extra candy, buy him some 
little toy, take him somewhere he 
would like to go, or do som ething 
he specially w ants done. 
Don’t, however, rew ard him for 
routine duties. He should learn 
th a t these things are expected of 
him. 
And don’t bribe a child to do 
something. You wouldn’t try to 
bribe a policeman to forget a 
| traffic ticket, would you? Then 
don’t try it on your kids. It m ight 
cost you plenty. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
A Reader: W hat causes exces­ 
sive yawning? 
Answer: Excessive yawning is 
probably due more to the form a­ 
tion of a habit th an to anything 
else. I do not believe there is any 
great harm in such a habit, al­ 
though it is likely to be a little 
troublesome. 
Air swallowing, such as occurs 
in nervous individuals, is no 
doubt, a contributing factor.

Birds do not suffer from the cold, 
M rs. Noggle said, but they do suf­ 
fer from lack of w ater and lack 
of food. Cardinals are thirsty fel­ 
lows, be sure to have plenty of wa­ 
ter for them . Chic-a-dees will take 
seed from feeding stations and eat 
^it on nearby tree branches. 
Mrs. Noggle is particularly in­ 
terested in m igratory birds. The 
snowcrowned sparrow , for instance, 
occasionally stops at her feeding 
station. At one tim e about 50 ce­ 
d ar wax wings stopped in her yard 
for a brief visit. 
“ Doves” , she said, “ are helpless 
birds—not even brave enough to 
com e to the feeding station. She of­ 
ten takes food to the doves away 
* fro m the other birds. She spoke of 
^robins, too, as being unable to fend 
for them selves in the cold.

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Christmas Mailing Brings Headaches To Local Post Office 


A. Hulse Hays 
Suggests Ways 
To Ease Delay 


Study Of All Rules 
Necessary Before 
Mailing Packages 


If everyone would cooperate in 
their Christmas mailing, the job 
would be much easier on Circle­ 
ville Postm aster A. Hulse H a y * 
and his overworked crew. 
Christmas time brings with It 
the usual added difficulties and 
delays, Hays noted. Packages 
and letters are not addressed 
properly, boxes are poorly tied 
and so on. 
One of the biggest problems the 
local Post Office has to contend 
with is packages. The cord used to 
tie them is usually not h e a v y 
or strong enough for the rough 
handling which is sure to occur. 
“ Most people only use one sheet 
of wTapping paper,” Hays pointed 
out. ‘They should use at least two. 
And better boxes should be used.” 
HE ADDED that not enough 
care is taken in the packing of 
boxes. Contents are sometimes so 
loose they move around or rattle or 
even break right through the box. 
On the subject of packages, Hays 
asked that packages going out of 
town should be mailed by Dec. IO. 
Packages for the local area should 
be brought in no later than Dec. 
15. This will allow enough time for 
handling, he said. 
Another gripe with postal work­ 
ers Is poor addressing. If normal 
handwriting cannot be clearly 
read, then names and addresses 
should be printed. 
There are still some people who 
put the name of the p e r s o n to 
whom the letter is going in the 
upper left hand corner. That, to 
the contrary, is the space which 
should be used for the return ad­ 
dress, which accounts for many let­ 
ters being returned. 
Christm as Seal stickers may be 
placed on the front of envelopes 
during 
the month of December 
only. 
However, 
Hays 
suggested 
that stickers of all kinds be put on 
the backs of the envelopes where 
they will not get in the way of any 
W Titing. 


REGULATIONS concerning the 
size and weight of various pack­ 
ages have been changed this year, 
Hays warned. S e n d e r s should 
check carefully with the Post Of­ 
fice before putting postage on the 
packages because they m ay be re­ 
turned for not having e n o u g h 
postage. 
Also, any fourth-class packages, 
which are parcel post, must con­ 
tain the words, “ May be opened for 
inspection”. The Post Office has 
stickers to this effect which can be 
put on the packages. 
Another warning i s s u e d by 
Hays concerns envelopes w i t h 
two-cent stamps. 
This stamp 
cannot be used for ordinary let­ 
ters. 
Greeting cards may be sent with 
a two-cent stamp—o r invitations— 
or anything which has been print­ 
ed. However, all the writing which 
can appear on these cards is a 
name. There cannot even be a 
short message such as, “ I will call 
you at 8 p. rn.” . 
Another way to m ake life easier 
for the overworked postal workers 
is by using stickers for in-town and 
out-of-town mail. By putting this 
sticker on a group of envelopes, all 
of which are headed either in-town 
or out, the Post Office can process 
them much faster. 
* * • 
FOR EXAMPLE, when mailing 
out 
Christmas 
cards, 
separate 
those going to persons in the im­ 
m ediate area from those going to 
other parts of the state or country. 
P ut the appropriate sticker on each 


group and the Post Office will not 
have to spend extra time separat­ 
ing each envelope. 
The Post Office is mailing out a 
supply of these to rural and city 
residents next week, 
Hays 
an­ 
nounced. They are also available 
at the Post Office in Circleville. 
They do not have to be pasted o n - 
just add to a tied bundle. 
Ever wonder if all Christmas 
cards you send get delivered? 
Many friendships have b e e n 
strained because of this. 
If John Jones of Shelbyville, 
Ind., isn’t speaking these days to 
Jim Brown of Findlay, 
Ohio, it 
may be because John failed to get 
a Christmas card from his long­ 
time friend, Jim . Jim mailed one 
all right, but............. 
“There was a time, long ago,” 
wTites Editor John D. Scott of the 
Shelvybille News, 
“When j u s t 
about every one in Shelbyville 
knew everyone else, but that isn’t 
true any more. Selbyville has been 
growing and continues to grow. No 
one knows these facts better than 
the clerks, mail carriers and other 
employees of the Shelbyville post 
office.” 
DURING THE CHRISTMAS hol­ 
iday period, Scott writes, Shelby­ 
ville postal officials informed him 
that thousands of Christmas greet­ 
ings failed in delivery and w e r e 
either destroyed or sent to the 
deadletter office because they were 
incorrectly 
addressed, 
not 
ad­ 
dressed at all, or bearing an insuf­ 
ficient or illegible address. 
All bearing two-cents s t a m p s 
were destroyed since they are in 
the same class as circulars. Those 
bearing three-cents stam ps w e r e 
returned to senders if their return 
address was listed, which it was 
not in many cases. 
In Findlay, the postm aster is 
still trying to find M a s t e r 
R. Smith, Findlay Route 2. There 
are several Smith families living 
on Route 2 as there are on almost 
every rural or city route in the 
United States. 
Fremont reports that approxi­ 
mately 
200 Christmas greetings 
mailed in Fremont and addressed 
to Fremont were obviously intend­ 
ed for other cities. This was as­ 
sumed because street addresses 
named streets Frem ont 
doesn’t 
even have. 
Jim Brown’s Christmas card to 
John Jones probably wound up in 
the deadletter office, and it may 
have wound up a fine friendship. 
The answer? Every patron of the 
mails should be certain in sending 
letters, packages or mail of any 
kind that it is: Properly prepared 
for mailing, and plainly, correctly, 
and completely addressed with the 
return address of the sender there­ 
on. These s i m p l e precautions 
would not only eliminate headaches 
for many postal workers, but would 
elim inate delay, inconvenience and 
many times, heartache for thou­ 
sands of well-intentioned but some­ 
times careless citizens.

ed. China is now a part. 
If those in authority in the Unit­ 
ed States, the President, the Sec­ 
retary of State, the evaluators of 
data in the CIA, accept the pros­ 
pect of revolution as immediately 
probable, an adoption of a recep­ 
tive attitude will be based upon the 
assumption that the Lord is on the 
side of the righteous.

doctors dollars could rent weren’t 
able to keep him alive to blow 
out the candles on the 100th anni­ 
versary of his birth. It is un­ 
necessary to point out 
that 
a 
number of obscure men and wo­ 
men of his generation who never 
went to a doctor outlived him. 
The big new idea now is that 
with proper nutrition and fresh 
forms of abracadabra, including 
a wary avoidance of chickenpox 
while young, a man cannot only 
expect to live to be IOO but be 
hale and happy right up to the 
end. Presumably he then 
will 
just fall apart all at once, worn 
out smoothly and equally in all 
parts, like the wonderful one hoss 
shay that lived IOO years and a 
day. 
The guy wrho wrote about the 
one hoss shay was a doctor, and 
a wise man, and had a son who 
was wise, too, and lived into his 
nineties. But neither father nor 
son made it to IOO. 
There seems historically to be 
mal life an interior pattern that 
determines how long the individ­ 
uals of that species will endure. 
Man has one of the longest of all 
life patterns. But is there any 
particular reason for trying to 
stretch this pattern so that most 
people will live to be IOO or old­ 
er? 
For the life of me I can’t see 
wily. To most of us, since we 
cannot live forever, it is more 
important to use our time on 
earth well rather than to cheapen 
our golden days 
by 
stretching 
them into a longer pewter string. 
Here are some suggestions on 
how to get more out of life by 
trying to keep from living to be 
IOO years old:
